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Removal of the Alberta Coal Policy puts our 
water quality and quantity at risk. 


The Coal Policy previously prevented open-pit coal mining in sensitive areas 
of the Rocky Mountains where source waters flow to Albertan communities. 


By re-opening these areas for open-pit coal mining, the Alberta 
government is putting all of our communities at risk. 


In particular, there are large areas of overlap in pre-existing coal agreements and the 
re-opening of open-pit mining in watersheds that flow to Edmonton, Lethbridge and 
their surrounding communities. The effects on water will be felt downstream by an 
estimated 1.4 million Albertans served by the North Saskatchewan watershed and 
267, 000 Albertans served by the headwaters of the Oldman River.
